cal test for purity recognized in th 
United States Pharmacopoeia, or an 
flaxseod or linseed oil as "boiled lin 
seed oil" unless tho same shall hav 
been put in its manufacture to a torn 
pcraturo of 225 degrees Fahrenheit."

linseed oil used for food purposes cai 
bo adulterated iu any way, shape -01 
form, and nothing can be doiio to th 
offender.

They visited Yellowstone park in 
early 70's, when it was little 
than a savage wilderness, and when 
predatory bands of Indians wore still 
wandering about in that reigon, aud 
spent two weeks enjoying the scenery 
aud other attractions. 


Several years were spent in sight- 


seeing, aud then Mr. and Mrs. Reii- 
shaw came back to Portsmouth. 
They 


bnilt themselves a little home ou the 
old borne farm, aud there they have 
lived quietly ever since, growing old 
together. 
No children came to bless 


their uuiou, aud they only had each 
other to lean upon. It is said that the 
homo life was an ideal one, never 
inarred by au unkind word. 


For the past i'ew mouths Mr. Rcn- 


shaw was very feeble, and a few days 
before his death mortification set in, 
the tips of his fmgers aud his toes be- 
ing affected. 
This caused him great 


paiu. 


Mrs. Reusbaw, although past 80 


years of age, and herself very feeble, 
insisted ou bciug present wiien the ro- 
miuus of her husband were interred 
She was carried to tbo cemetery in hoi 
chair by her relatives, Dr. Loreu Hal 
and Mr. Thomas Hall. 


The cemetery, where tho Lody wa 


laid to rest, belongs to tho Kinncys 
It is kept by assessing each member 
a- certain sum
